To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : — 

St.  Luke 's  in  common  with  all  hospitals  is  passing  through 
a  period  of  depression  in  hospital  activities  more  severe  and 
wide  spread  than  has  ever  been  known  and  coupled  with  it 
is  the  constantly  rising  cost  of  operation.  The  demands  made 
on  hospitals  for  service  of  all  kinds  are  increased  every  year 
and  the  end  will  of  course  never  come. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  last  year  amounted  to 
14,756  is  very  little  in  excess  of  1926,  but  the  patient  days 
of  183,976  shows  an  increase  of  nine  per  cent.  The  percent- 
age of  free  work  amounted  to  26%  remains  the  same  as  in 
1926. 

The  Outstanding  need  of  the  Hospital  at  this  time  is  a 
Modern  Nurses  Home.  We  are  and  will  be  seriously  handi- 
capped in  securing  the  best  candidates  for  admission  to  the 
School  until  we  are  able  to  furnish  accommodation  equal  to 
the  best. 

The  report  of  the  Henry  Baird  Favill  Laboratory  will  be 
found  most  interesting  in  that  it  is  an  indicator  of  the  con- 
stantly growing  importance  of  laboratory  examinations  in 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  disease.  The  work  has  increased 
about  ten  per  cent  over  last  year  with  about  the  same  num- 
ber of  patients.  The  list  of  publications  is  an  index  to  the 
volume  and  quality  of  the  research  work  being  done. 

The  Medical  Library  is  rapidly  growing  and  we  now  have 
about  3,000  volumes  and  are  in  receipt  of  about  140  periodi- 
cals of  the  highest  class.  This  Library  is  much  used  both  day 
and  evening. 

The  members  of  the  Medical  Board  are  liberal  contribu- 
tors and  their  assistance  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  John  G.  Shedd  the  Hospi- 
tal adds  to  its  endowment  fund  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  for 
the  endowment  of  a  room  with  two  beds.    Other  additions 
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RULES 


AS  TO 
ENDOWED  ROOMS  AND  BEDS 


A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  occu- 
pants for  the  bed. 

A  donation  of  $7,500  endows  a  bed  in  a  ward  with  the  right  to 
name  the  bed  in  perpetuity  and  the  right  to  nominate  the  occupants 
of  the  bed  during  the  life  of  the  endower. 

A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  with  the  right  to 
name  the  room  in  perpetuity,  but  without  the  right  to  nominate  the 
occupants   of  the  room. 

The  sum  necessary  to  endow  a  private  room  in  perpetuity  with  the 
right  to  name  the  occupants  thereof  shall  depend  on  the  size,  location 
and  general  desirability  of  the  room  selected. 

The  right  to  nominate  the  occupants  of  a  bed  or  room  shall  be  un- 
derstood to  mean: 

That  the  endower  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate  one  patient  at 
a  time  to  occupy  the  said  bed  or  room,  and  if  all  beds  or  rooms  are 
occupied  to  a  preference  over  all  other  applicants  when  a  vacancy 
occurs. 

In  the  event  that  an  endowed  bed  or  room  is  occupied  the  Hospital 
reserves  the  right  to  place  the  patient  in  some  other  equally  good  bed 
or  room. 

Persons  nominated  to  free  beds  or  rooms  should  be  worthy  subjects 
for  such  charity. 

Persons  whose  means  admit  of  their  paying  for  hospital  care  and 
treatment  are  not  acceptable  as  occupants  of  free  beds.

A  new  and  very  complete  system  of  records  for  students 
in  the  school  has  been  installed.  This  not  only  insures  an 
accurate  record  of  the  theory,  practice  and  progress  of  the 
student  nurses,  but  is  invaluable  to  the  alumnae  of  school 
when  desiring  to  do  advanced  work  in  nursing  education. 
The  entire  time  of  the  recording  secretary  is  spent  on  the 
upkeep  and  filing  of  such  records. 
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More  serious  attention  to  the  health  of  the  student  nurse 
is  being  given  by  the  encouraging  the  early  report  of  any 
illness.  A  regular  staff  of  student  nurses  under  the  direc- 
tion of  a  graduate  has  been  assigned  to  the  Infirmary  to  care 
for  sick  nurses.  Our  grateful  appreciation  is  extended  to  the 
members  of  the  Medical  Board  for  their  professional  care  of 
the  nurses. 

The  entire  curriculum  is  being  revised  to  meet  present  day 
needs  in  nursing  practice.  This  applies  particularly  to  the 
second  and  third  years  during  which  time  it  will  be  possible 
to  more  satisfactorily  correlate  the  theoretical  courses  with 
practical  experience.  This  correlation  includes  not  only  the 
care  of  the  sick,  but  the  application  of  the  principles  of 
hygiene  and  sanitation  in  the  prevention  and  spread  of  dis- 
ease. 

Several  students  have  been  most  grateful  for  financial 
assistance  made  possible  through  a  loan  fund  provided  by 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  social  life  of  the  nurses  has  been  greatly  enriched  be- 
cause of  the  many  concerts  and  entertainments  they  have 
been  privileged  to  attend  through  the  kindness  of  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Women's  Board,  the  Medical 
Board,  Bertha  Ott,  Mrs.  Kinsolving  and  many  other  friends. 
Many  delightful  parties,  teas  and  holiday  festivities  were 
held  during  the  year  through  the  assistance  of  the  Women's 
Board.  Sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  those  members 
of  the  Women's  Board  who  have  been  so  untiring  in  their 
interest  in  the  social  welfare  of  the  nurses. 

The  attractive  wall  and  window  decorations  have  bright- 
ened the  recreation  room  and  were  made  possible  through 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  Hibbard. 

Of  particular  interest  to  the  new  students  were  the  Satur- 
day afternoon  motor  trips  about  the  city  which  were  ar- 
ranged by  Mr.  Schweppe. 
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A  scholarship  in  nursing'  at  Chicago  University  was  pro- 
vided by  the  Women's  Board.  The  nurse  who  was  selected 
to  use  this  scholarship  is  now  a  member  of  the  personnel  of 
St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

The  Alumnae  gave  their  Annual  Dinner  to  the  Class  of 
1927  at  the  Drake  in  May,  including  as  guests  of  honor  the 
Class  of  1902  which  celebrated  its  25th  anniversary.  In  De- 
cember, the  annual  Christmas  party  was  given  for  the  chil- 
dren of  St.  Luke's  graduates  at  the  hospital.

Research  has  been  an  important  part  of  the  laboratory 
for  many  years  and  there  is  now  a  small  but  well  organized 
group  of  workers  engaged  in  the  investigation  of  various 
problems  in  medicine.  Dr.  A.  P.  Locke,  the  Seymour  Coman 
Fellow  in  Medicine,  appointed  through  the  Chemistry  De- 
partment of  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  Miss  Edna  Main, 
the  Charles  H.  Schweppe  Fellow,  have  continued  their  stud- 
ies in  diphtheria  by  developing  a  method  for  isolating,  in  a 
highly  purified  form,  the  toxin  elaborated  by  the  diphtheria 
bacillus.  They  have  observed  the  rate  of  elaboration  of  this 
toxin  by  the  organism,  and  the  conditions  under  which  the 
optimum  yield  occurs.  These  fundamental  studies  are  quite 
essential  for  the  continued  success  of  their  work  on  diph- 
theria antitoxin. 

A  number  of  studies  have  been  made  in  pathology  as  you 
will  note  from  the  list  of  articles  published  and  in  print. 
Dr.  S.  M.  Crowe,  the  John  Jay  Borland  Fellow  in  Medicine, 
has  completed  a  study  on  rhinoscleroma,  a  disease  common 


to  Central  Europe  and  seen  but  rarely  in  immigrants  to  this 
country.  He  has  other  work  under  way,  a  statement  about 
which  will  be  made  later.  With  the  aid  of  the  Peck  Memo- 
rial Fund  a  somewhat  lengthy  and  puzzling  problem  of  dis- 
turbed metabolism  has  been  studied  by  Dr.  Edwin  F.  Hirsch 
and  Miss  Dorothy  D 'Andrea,  and  while  the  results  at  pres- 
ent are  not  completed,  there  is  hope  soon  of  having  this 
work  also  finished.  Through  this  fund  a  photomicrograph 
apparatus  was  provided  which  is  being  developed  into  a 
valuable  aid  for  making  illustrations  and  records. 

The  Hospital  Library  has  grown  considerably.  Miss  Enos, 
the  Librarian,  has  added  many  volumes  to  incomplete  files, 
by  exchange  and  by  the  sale  of  duplicate  volumes. 

With  so  much  interest  being  manifested  locally  in  promot- 
ing research  work  in  medicine,  we  hope  that  additional  sup- 
port by  endowment  or  fellowships  will  further  the  work  of 
this  kind  now  being  carried  on  in  the  laboratory.  Such  sup- 
port is  especially  fruitful  because  through  the  research  work 
the  routine  examinations  for  patients  are  improved. 

A  grateful  acknowledgement  is  made  to  all  the  friends 
who  ha^ve  aided  the  work  in  the  Laboratory.

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  Chicago. 

The  Chaplain's  Report  for  the  past  year  might  very  well 
be  an  exact  duplicate  of  that  for  1926. 

The  usual  round  of  duty  contemplates  covering  the  entire 
Hospital  once  every  week,  with  additional  calls  where  such 
seem  warranted.  If  the  Chaplain's  visits  were  confined  to 
patients  belonging  to  the  Episcopal  Church  the  work  would 
be  comparatively  light.  Ever  since  coming  to  St.  Luke's  he 
has  aimed  at  making  a  weekly  call  in  every  ward  and  room. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  there  is  accommodation  for  up- 
wards of  six  hundred  patients,  it  will  be  evident  enough  that 
calls  must  of  necessity  be  very  brief.  It  is  gratifying  to  re- 
port that  these  informal  visits  have  been  appreciated  by  all 
patients  no  matter  what  their  religious  affiliations  have  been. 
Time  and  time  again  he  has  been  assured  how  much  it  has 
meant  to  them  to  know  that  they  are  in  a  hospital  where 
there  is  a  resident  Chaplain. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  Grace  Church  next  fall, — 
which  will  also  serve  as  the  Chapel  for  St.  Luke's, — the 
Chaplain  hopes  for  an  increased  interest  in  the  Sunday  serv- 
ices. We  shall  then  have  an  accommodation  and  convenience 
far  exceeding  the  present,  and  the  services  should  for  that 
reason  make  more  general  appeal  to  the  patients  and  to 
everjr  one  within  St.  Lukes. 

The  Chaplain  again  desires  to  extend  to  the  doctors,  in- 
ternes, nurses  and  employees  of  the  Hospital  his  sincere 
thanks  for  their  kindly  co-operation  in  his  work  and  their 
willingness  to  further  it  so  far  as  they  are  able.  He  be- 
speaks a  continuance  of  this  help.

REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
St.  Luke's  Hospital, 

Chicago,  Illinois. 

Gentlemen : 

The  Woman's  Board  begs  to  submit  its  Annual  Report. 

There  have  been  six  resignations  from  the  Board,  seven 
have  been  transferred  to  our  new  Senior  Membership  and 
we  have  elected  nine  new  members. 

We  have  carried  on  our  regular  committees  as  in  former 
years  giving  our  special  attention  to  the  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee and  clinics. 

The  growth  of  the  Out  Patient  Department  in  the  last  five 
years  is  interesting  and  surprising. 
In    1923,   9,647    Clinical   Patients    were    cared    for 

with  a  cost  to  the  Woman's  Board  of $  5,045.58 

In  1927,   25,333   Clinical  Patients   were  cared  for 

with  a  cost  to  the  Woman's  Board  of 15,687.27 

Our  Budget  estimate  for  1928  is 16,500.00 

We  have  added  two  new  women  to  the  personnel  of  this 
department,  making  a  total  of  eight  paid  workers — with 
Miss  Stevens  employed  by  Grace  Church,  making  nine. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  our  enlarged 
quarters  that  add  so  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  this  depart- 
ment. 

The  net  proceeds  of  the  Fashion  Show  were  $32,305.39, 
($200  of  this  amount,  covering  balance  of  Receipts  from  Pro- 
gram Advertisements,  was  received  in  January,  1928).  We 
have  voted  to  hold  a  second  show  next  Fall  and  have  en- 
gaged the  Stevens  Hotel  Ball  Room  for  October  23,  1928. 

The  Linen  Committee  has  furnished  the  linen  for  the 
Training  School  and  their  regular  quota  of  garments,  bind- 
ers, etc.,  and  paid  the  salary  of  the  Supervisor  of  Linen. 
This  Committee  feels  much  discouraged  that  it  has  been  un- 
able to  make  any  progress  in  the  ever  present  problem  of 
distribution.  The  question  of  discontinuing  the  Linen  Com- 
mittee has  been  seriously  discussed  by  the  Board.    However, 
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it  was  voted  at  the  January  meeting  to  go  on  for  one  more 
year,  with  the  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  encourage  better 
housekeeping  and  establish  some  cooperation  between  the 
laundry  and  the  nurses  in  1928. 

We  are  adding  an  assistant  to  the  Director  in  the  Occupa- 
tional Therapy  Department,  her  salary  being  financed  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  Entertainment.  The  Hospital  pays  the 
salary  of  the  Director  augmented  by  $35  a  month  from  the 
Woman's  Board. 

We  have  voted  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Furnishing 
Committee  for  needed  furniture  in  the  Hospital  Library  on 
the  18  th  floor. 

We  have  tried  to  be  of  service  to  the  Training  School.  We 
pay  the  salary  of  a  nurse  as  Recreational  Director  for  the 
Student  Nurses.  She  is,  as  well,  a  sort  of  house  mother  to 
our  girls,  many  of  whom  are  hardly  beyond  boarding  school 
age  and  need  this  type  of  looking  after. 

Through  Miss  Shannon  many  social  activities  have  been 
arranged. 

We  also  paid  for  a  Scholarship  at  the  Summer  School  of 
the  University  of  Chicago  for  one  of  the  girls  who  was  grad- 
uated in  June. 

At  Easter  the  Woman's  Board  put  162  plants  in  the  wards 
and  at  Christmas  time  trimmed  and  lighted  a  tree  on  each 
floor  and  put  a  Avreath  at  each  window. 

Again  we  wish  to  say  that  we  consider  the  one  great  aeen 
of  our  institution  to  be  a  new  home  for  our  nurses.  Condi- 
tions grow  worse  each  year  and  until  we  can  overcome  this 
serious  deficiency,  we  cannot  hope  to  build  up  the  great 
school  we  are  looking  forAvard  to  and  so  sorely  need. 

The  financial  aid  given  to  the  hospital  by  the  Woman's 
Board  fails  to  show  in  the  printed  report.  Each  woman  gives 
something  here  and  something  there  without  keeping  track 
of  the  amounts.  As  example,  one  Board  member  counted  up 
her  check  book  and  found  that  in  1926  she  had  given  $1,200 
for  various  items  with  no  mention  of  these  gifts  in  the  year 
book.  While  this  was  probably  an  unusual  case  smaller  gifts 
multiplied  by  many  givers  must  run  into  a  rather  large  sum.

The  Hospital  cares  for  a-n  average  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
wholly  free  patients  and  will,  when  there  are  vacant  beds  in  the  open 
wards,  receive  patients  whose  means  are  limited  for  any  sum  which 
they  may  be  able  to  pay  and  those  without  means  as  free  patients, 
provided  they  are  admissible  under  the  rule  governing  the  admission 
of  patients. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  patients  who  are  unable  to  apply 
in  person,  must  be  made  prior  to  sending  them,  and  should  be  made 
between  the  hours  of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.  All  promises  of  admis- 
sion are  made  subject  to  the  result  of  an  examination,  as  to  admissi- 

The  financial  status  of  all  free  or  part  pay  patients  is  investigated 
by  the  Social  Service  Department  and  free  treatment  will  not  be  given 
unless  justified  by  the  report. 

Persons  making  application  on  behalf  of  others  should  be  able  to 
furnish  concise  information  on  the  following  points. 

The  nature  of  the  disease  or  injury. 

The  duration  of  the  disease  or  the  date  of  the  injury. 

Present  condition  of  the  patient. 

What  treatment  if  any  has  been  received? 

Is  the  patient  able  to  pay  the  full  rate,  or  pay  in  part,  or  is  he 
or  she  a  proper  subject  for  admission  as  a  free  patient? 

Patients  will  in  the  usual  course  be  received  only  between  the  hours 
of  nine  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  but  emergency  cases  will  be  received  at 
any  hour.

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VOLUNTEER  SERVICE  REPORT 

1927 

The  Volunteer  Service  within  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment has  been  fortunate  in  receiving  an  increased  and  a 
gratifying  volunteered  support  and  the  constant  and  very 
effective  assistance  of  its  maintained  staff. 

Volunteer  workers  have  attended  regularly  and  have 
worked  hard,  although  in  some  instances  workers  have  been 
compelled,  during  the  summer  months,  to  suspend  their 
services  temporarily,  and  in  others  vacancies  due  to  changes 
of  residence  have  necessarily  occurred  and  have  then  been 
filled. 

Volunteers  have  assisted  with  clerical  work,  writing  his- 
tories, taking  dictation,  and  in  looking  up  records  and  aiding 
the  doctors  in  the  clinics.  They  have  also  helped  patients 
who,  after  leaving  the  Hospital,  have  returned  for  aid  in 
personal  or  private  affairs. 

During  the  past  year  clinics  have  been  enlarged  and  have 
been  held  from  nine  to  twelve,  and  from  one  to  four.  The 
medical,  surgical,  gynecological,  obstetrical  and  children's 
clinics — the  latter  including  infant  feeding  and  medical  and 
cardiac  clinics — also  the  orthopedic,  and  the  ear,  nose,  throat 
and  eye  clinics  have  been  held  daily,  while  the  genito-urin- 
ary  diseases,  neurological  and  skin  disease  clinics  are  held 
twice  a  week. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  volunteers — Mrs. 
E.  I.  Cuclahy,  Mrs.  Mark  Willing,  Mrs.  Edith  K.  Walsh,  Miss 
Judith  Walsh,  Mrs.  Victor  Elting,  Miss  Elaine  Blackmail,

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  BOARD  OF 
ST.  LUKE'S  HOSPITAL 

ARTICLE  I. 

The  Board  shall  be  called  the  Woman's  Board  of  St. 
Luke's  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  to 
provide  bedding,  table  linen,  china,  reading  matter,  delica- 
cies, comforts  for  the  sick  and  furnishings  for  the  Hospital 
and  the  Elizabeth  Stickney  Home  (The  Training  School  for 
Nurses)  ;  also  to  invite  the  co-operation  and  secure  the  help 
of  the  Episcopal  Churches  and  all  charitable  people  of  Chi- 
cago in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  Membership  shall  be  of  four  classes  :  Honor- 
ary, Senior,  Active  and  Associate. 

Sec.  2.  Honorary  Membership  may  be  conferred  upon  one 
who  has  rendered  especial  or  distinguished  service  to  the 
work  of  the  Board.  The  name  of  one  desired  to  be  so  hon- 
ored shall  be  sent  in  writing,  with  the  reasons  therefor, 
signed  by  at  least  two  members  of  the  Board,  to  the  Mem- 
bership Committee.  If  the  name  is  considered  favorably  by 
the  unanimous  ballot  of  the  membership  Committee,  it  shall 
be  recommended  to  the  Board  where  election  shall  be  by 
ballot.  A  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  shall  elect  to  Honor- 
ary Membership.  Honorary  Members  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  membership  except  the  right  to  vote  and  hold 
office.     Honorary  Members  pay  no  dues. 

Sec.  3.  Senior  members  shall  be  chosen,  on  the  recom- 
mendation or  with  the  approval  of  the  Membership  Com- 
mittee, from  those  who  have  served  as  active  members  of 
the  Board.  They  shall  have  the  right  to  attend  all  meetings, 
may  vote  at  all  meetings  and  have  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  active  members  except  that  of  holding  office.  Senior 
members  shall  not,  unless  volunteering  or  expressing  a  desire 
so  to  do,  be  considered  available  for  active  work  or  service 
at  the  Hospital.  Senior  members  shall  pay  annual  dues  of 
$15.00. 

Sec.  4.  Active  Members  shall  not  exceed  sixty  in  num- 
ber; shall  pay  annual  dues  of  $5.00,  and  have  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  membership. 

Sec.   5.     Associate   Members   pay   annual  dues   of   $10.00. 
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They  shall  have  the  right  to  attend  meetings  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  be  notified  by  card  of  the  annual  meetings.  Asso- 
ciate Members  do  not  vote  nor  hold  office. 

Sec.  6.  Candidates  for  membership  on  the  Board  shall  be 
recommended  in  writing  by  two  members  of  the  Board  to  the 
Membership  Committee.  The  Membership  Committee  shall 
vote  by  ballot  upon  candidates  so  recommended,  and  upon 
unanimous  vote  same  shall  be  referred  to  the  Board  for  final 
action.  The  Board  shall  vote  by  ballot  upon  candidates 
recommended  by  the  Membership  Committee.  Three  nega- 
tive votes  shall  defeat  election. 

Sec.  7.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
three  Vice-Presidents  with  the  Second  Vice-President  as 
Chairman  and  two  non-office  holding  members  to  be  elected 
by  the  Board  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  Officers :  The  Officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  a 
President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary  and  a  Treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  At  or  prior  to  the  November  Meeting  of  the  Board 
the  President  shall  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  of  five 
members,  whose  names  shall  be  announced  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  at  the  November  Meeting.  To  this  Committee 
shall  be  entrusted  the  recommendation  of  a  ticket  consisting 
of  at  least  one  name  for  each  office  to  be  filled.  No  one  shall 
be  recommended  by  the  Nominating  Committee  whose  con- 
sent to  serve  has  not  been  first  obtained.  The  ticket  so  pre- 
pared shall  be  announced  at  the  December  Meeting,  after 
which  a  copy  shall  be  mailed  to  all  voting  Members  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  at  its  January 
Annual  Meeting,  at  which  meeting  nominations  may  also  be 
made  from  the  floor.  The  election  shall  be  by  ballot  and  a 
majority  vote  shall  elect. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  shall 
serve  one  year  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  consist- 
ing of  the  Officers  of  the  Board  and  Chairman  of  all  standing 
committees.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call 
of  the  President. 

Sec.  2.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at 
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all  meeting's,  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  provided 
for,  and  perform  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  President. 

Sec.  3.  The  First  Vice-President  shall  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

Sec.  4.  The  Second  or  Third  Vice-President  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  President,  in  the  absence  of  both  the  President 
and  the  First  Vice-President.  The  Second  Vice-President 
shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Corresponding'  Secretary  shall  conduct  all 
correspondence  on  behalf  of  the  Board,  and  shall  send  the 
usual  notices  of  meetings. 

Sec.  6.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  and  preserve 
reports  and  minutes  of  all  the  meetings,  and  shall  mail  copies 
of  the  minutes  to  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secretary. 
She  shall  also  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  Board. 

Sec.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  the  dues  and  receive 
the  Funds  of  the  Board,  and  shall  pay  out  money  only  as 
directed  by  the  Board.  She  shall  keep  such  records  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Board,  and  shall  submit  to  the  President 
each  month  an  accurate  exhibit  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  held 
on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  January  at  10:30  a.m.,  at  which 
time  the  annual  dues  of  $5.00  shall  be  paid. 

Sec.  2.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held 
at  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month 
from  October  to  June  inclusive. 

Sec.  3.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  at  all  meetings,  including  the  Annual 
Meeting.
